CAIRO (Reuter).—An Egyptian en- 
gineer accused of spying for Israel 
has been sentenced to death, the 
official Middle East News Agency 
said on Friday. 

Attia Fahmy Amin Iskandar, 35, 
was said to have heen recruited by 
the Israelis after the Six Day War. 
He was charged by a military court 
last July with communicating with 
ἃ “hostile country," Israel, helping 
her in her military operations and 
harming Egypt's military position, 

He was also accused of posses- 
sing defence secrets, passing them 
on to Israel intelligence and receiv- 
ing a bribe from a foreign country. 

An Egyptian, Bahgat Youssef 
Hamdan, convicted for spying for 
Israel, waa hanged Jast Sunday. 

On November 26 another Egyp- 
tlan, ‘Mohammed fYbrahim Famy 
Kamel, was sentenced to death on 
the same charge. 

A fourth man, Abdulah Abdel 
Aziz Ibrahim, has also been arrested 
on charges of spying for Israel.

Riad said Israel’s failure to make

Middle East Representative Gunnar 
jarring — now in New York — to 
withdraw from territory occupied 
in the Six Day War was “the grav- 
est violation” of the U.N. Charter. 

“Nothing can be more illicit than 


a refusal by a state to commit it- 
self to withdraw its forces from 
the territory of another state,” he 
said. “Nothing can be more ominous 
for the international community 
than to let such a state escape its 
sanctions.” 


Riad denounced what he termed 
the “new Israeli slogan” that Israel 
was ready to resume the Jarring 
talks without preconditions, Recall- 
ing Dr. Jarring’s request to Israel 
for a commitment to withdrawal to 
the old Hnes, he said this was “the 
most decisive test of peace,” and 
Israel had failed to meet the test. 

Riad, who is his country’s deputy 
prime minister, said the U.S. had 
often declared its commitment to 
support of the territorial integrity 
of alt states in the Middle Kast.

BEIRUT (AP). — President Sadat 
was quoted here yesterday as say- 
ing that Egypt ‘had to do some- 
thing about the Middle Hast crisis 
“before the end of 1971 or else the 
situation will remain frozen until 
1974 because the new American 
President will need two years to 
formulate a new policy.” 


He added: “I don’t want our 
cause to become like Rhodesia's.”

ENVOYS CALL ON THANT 


O.A.U. wants Jarring 


_ Mission renewed... 


UNITED NATIONS (Reuter). — 
An emissary from the Organiza- 
thon of African Unity (OAU) has 
asked U.N. Secretary-General τὶ 
Thant to reactivate the Middle Hast 
peace mission of Dr. Gunnar Jar- 
ring. 

The request came from Senegal's 
Foreign Minister, Amadou Karim 
Gaye, who on Friday handed U 
Thant a bulky report drawn up by 
@ committee of 10 OAU states 
charged by the organization to at- 
tempt mediation in the Middle East 
crisis. It was this committee that 
appointed the peace mission of the 
four heads of state of Cameroun, 
Nigeria, Senegal and Zatre, who 
made two visits to Egypt and Is- 
rael, 

A U.N. spokesman said the con- 
fidentiat OAU report, which con- 
tained a number of recommenda- 
tions, was directed specifically to 
the Secretary-General. 

Tt was taken to Thant's suburban 
home at Riverdale, where the Se- 
eretary-General is resting after re- 
ceiving hospital treatment for an 
ulcer. 

With Mr. Gaye when he presented 
the report to U Thant were Zaire's 
Foreign Minister, Marlo Cardoso, 
Mauritanian Foreign Minister Ham- 
di Ould Mouknass, the Nigerian Ex- 
ternal Affairs Minister, Dr. Oko! 
Arikpo, and Cameroun’s U.N. Am- 
bassador, Michel Njize.

plex handles more trade than any 
European port except Antwerp and 
Rotterdam, including 65 million tons 
of crude oil, Already, too, there are 
four massive petrol refineries in the 
area, and ει steel plant, a quid gas 
plant and ao ICI polythene plant 
under construction. 
Currently the port authority is 
launching a campaign to attract 
secondary industries —. especially a 
car assembly plant — which will 
be aimed particularly at British in- 
vestment.

The port and 
the Government have put more ener- 
gy into attracting industry than into 
‘building housing for the population 
‘of half-a-million that the complex 
is expected to attract by 1986. - 


Officials at Fos clearly feel that 
their job is to attract industry — 
not to scare it away with a battery 
of stiff pollution controls. True, they 
intend to install machinery next 
year for monitoring air pollution, 
and they have a full-time (though 
middle -- ranking) official concerned 
with the pollution problem. But the 
port authority's attitude is that it 
is the Government’s job to make 
firms obey the pollution regulations.

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“Don't go to war!" commanded General de Gaulle. “Under πὸ 


circumstances open hostilities!" The French President was 
addressing Israel's Foreign Minister Abba Eban when he called 
at the Elysée Palace on a mission to enlist French support 
against Egypt after the closure of the Tiran Straits in May 1967. 
Eban, who speaks six languages fluently and volubly, was 
described a few days later by the BBC war correspondent in 
Jerusalem, David Sells. as “Israel's champion elocutionist™. But 


‘de Gaulle hardly gave Eban a chance to open his mouth. Obsessed 


by the fear that a clash between Jew and Arab would set the 
tinder to a world inferno, the General's primary concern was to 
get this message across to his Israeli visitor. 

Ignoring Egypt’s blockade of the Red Sea against Israeli 
shipping, de Gaulle seemed to choke with emotion as he told 
Eban: “Whoever fires the first shot will be the one who starts 
a war.” Eban calmly remarked that France had undertaken to 
uphold Israel's rights if the Straits were blockaded. “Yes,” 
replied de Gaulle. But that was in 1957. This is 1967." 

In one brutal phrase de Gaulle declared that Israel could no 
longer rely on France. Discouraged and disillusioned, Eban took 
his leave after thanking the General for all France had done to 
consolidate Israel's military strength. A week later, as the mili- 
tary build-up in the Middle East neared its climax, Israeli 
Premier, Levi Eshkol. followed up Eban's plea: “Mr. President, 
T beg you to act so that the vaice of France can be heard and so 
that it supports us, showing our friends as well as our enemies 
that your country is the ally and friend of Israel.” De Gaulle 
did not answer Eshkol. But he promptly issued a statement 
declaring France's neutrality in the gathering crisis. 


French hostility to de Gaulle 


During the days which preceded the outbreak of war, de 
Gaalle was irritated by the increasingly demonstrative displays 
of hostility in France towards his own stance in the Middle East 
crisis. Outside the Israeli Embassy in Paris 30,000 people 
blocked the traffic. waving placards which proclaimed: ‘Nasser 
murderer!” Other posters, in an embarrassing reminder to de 
Gaulle of his toast to Ben-Gurion in Paris seven years earlier, 
bore the slogan: “Israel, our friend and ally". Most of the 
demonstrators were Jews. They included musician Arthur Rubin- 
stein, film director Claude Lelouch and the Chief Rabbi of 
France, Joseph Kaplan. But there were also leading Gaullists 
like the former ministers Alexandre Sanguinetti and Jacques 
Marette, the Bir Hakeim hero General Pierre Koenig and film 
star Michel Simon. De Gaulle was infuriated by the eagerness 
with which French soldiers, policemen and ‘customs officers 
sacrificed their weekend leave and volunteered to load spare 
parts for Mirages and other military equipment aboard Israeli 
Air Force transports and El Al Boeings in a massive airlift. 

But de Gaulle's bitterness was not directed only against the 
Israelis and their French sympathisers. The Americans, Russians 
and British turned a deaf ear to his proposals for a Big Four 
conference on the Middle East crisis. Angered by this snub, the 
French President decided to act alone aud to impose his own 
ban on arms for Ysrae!, France’s only customer in an area now 
on the brink of war. 

Admiral Mordechai Limon, Israel's arms purchasing chief in 
Europe. learned of the embargo when an aide phoned his Paris 
Office from Le Bourget: “Moka, they won't let us take off.” An 
aircraft loaded with munitions was grounded on orders from the 
Quai d'Orsay. 

De Gaulle wide off the mark 


The next day, 3 June, the plane which had been blocked at Le 
Bourget was allowed to leave for Israel. But now the embargo 
became official. Claude Lebel, head of the Foreign Ministry's 
Africa-Levant department, summoned the Israeli Embassy’s 
Minister Yohanan Meroz: “France has decided to interrupt de- 
liveries of arms to the Middle East for the time being.” Meroz 
replied icily: “Have the Russians undertaken to adopt the same 
measure for their arms shipments to Egypt?” 

For a veteran strategist, de Gaulle’s assessment of the military 
capabilities of the two opposing forces was astonishingly wide 
of the mark. He was convinced that, white Israel’s armour could 
resist an attack on the ground, its Air Force did not stand the 
remotest chance of mastering the skies. In de Gaulle’s analysis 
there would always be enough MiGs aloft to smash Israel's 
population centres and, after a long, murderous and costly war, 
to force her to surrender. De Gaulle also made a diplomatic 
error in the grand manner. When Nasser proclaimed the Tiran 
blockade, de Gaulle firmly believed the Soviet Union would 
throw its support behind the Arabs. The United States was so 
hopelessly bogged down in Vietnam that they would be obliged 
to accept Israel's defeat. But de Gaulle was just as wrong in 
counting on passive American unconcern for the Middle East 
flare-up as in banking on Soviet intervention. 

His supreme miscalculation, however, was in reasoning that 

by cutting off Israel's arms supplies, he would prevent war. 
General Dayan promptly warned his fellaw ministers that. if 
Egypt struck first, Israel risked running out of spares for its 
Mirages and other aircraft in a prolonged conflict. After weeks 
of wavering, the Israeli government finally decided on a pre- 
emptive attack. Instead of preventing the Six Day War, 
de Gaulte’s embargo precipitated it. 
’ Although Israel was informed of the ban on French. weapon 
shipments three days earlier, it was not publicly announced in 
Paris until after the outbreak of war on 5 June. When he heard 
of the aerial onslaught on Egypt's air bases de Gauile’s reaction 
was one of offended majesty. He told Premier Georges Pom- 
pidou: “They did not listen to France.” On the war's second 
day two Israeli Air Force Boeing Stratocruisers were intercepted 
by Armée de I Air Mirages and forced to land at Le Bourget. The 
transports’ holds were loaded with French munitions which had 
been smuggled to Holland. After several hours palavering the 
Israeli aircraft were allowed to leave for home. But the lesson 
of this embarrassing incident was clear: de Gaulle intended to 
enforce his embargo in all its rigour. 

In the years which followed the Six Day War the embargo was 
symbolised by the 50 Mirage 5s which de Gaulle impounded as 
they rolled off Dassault’s assembly lines. The Mirage 5 is a 
ground-atiack aircraft with the same airframe and engine as the 
Mirage III. General Weizman says: “Tt was my own private 
idea. The Mirage 5 is our own Israeli creation.” For daylight 
taids in the sunny Middle East where visibility is rarely a pilot- 
ing problem, the TAF did not need the Mirage TII’s weighty air- 
bore radar and fire-control sysiems. So for the Mirage 5 the 
Israclis asked Dassault to remove this costly electronic equip- 
ment and enuble them to use the space for extra fuel, bombs and 
other ordnance. thus giving the plane a longer range and more

deadly firepower. With a full load of bombs the silhouette of the 
delta-winged Mirage 5 looks like a flying Christmas tree. In his 
sales brochures and publicity files Dassault boasts that at 
$1,000,000 apiece the Mirage 5 is the cheapest Mach 2 warplane 
in the world, But for Israel it has so far been the most expensive. 
The Israelis have paid $60,000,000 for 50 Mirage 5s and ἃ quan- 
tity of spares for which they cannot obtain delivery. 

The first of Israel's Mirage 5s was flown on 19 May 1967, the 
day the United Nations’ peacekeeping force hauled down its 
flag in Gaza at Nasser’s request and withdrew from the border 
between Israe] and Egypt. Under a contract signed in Tel Aviv 
one year earlier by Dassault’s managing director. Benno Val- 
litres, the first plane was not due for delivery until November 
1967. 

So, at the time the embargo was imposed. the Mirage 5 was 
not affected by de Gaulle’s decree. The immediate scope of the 
ban was confined 10 engines and spares for Israel’s French-built 
Air Force and to other equipment. The War was so short that 
the effectiveness of Ysracl’s military machine was not impaired 
by the suspension of supplies from France. But the damage to 
the two countries’ long standing friendship was immediate and 
enduring. 

When de Gaulle returned to power in 1958 he inherited from 
the Fourth Republic the traditions of sympathy and human soli- 


. darity which France displayed in aiding Jewish survivors from 


the Nazi death camps to create their nation-state. He also re- 
ceived a political and military legacy in the unwritten alliance 
which made Frenchmen and Israelis comrades in arms against 
Egypt during” the Sinai-Suez campaign of 1956. But de Gaulle 
soon recognised that France's role as a colonial power in Arab 
North Africa was doomed. His predecessors had already relin- 
quished Tunisia and Morocco. De Gaulle now applied himself to 
the task of ending the war which was pinning down his army in 
Algeria against an ever-growing force of resistance fighters whose 
objective was to end 130 years of French rule. 


New page in French-Arab relations 


Military superiority failed to overcome the rebels in their 
rocky fasmesses among the mountains of Kabylie. Torture failed 
to undermine their power-base of popular support in the cities 
and villages. After protracted negotiations France gave Algeria 
its independence in a treaty .signed in 1962 at Evian. 

The page could now be turned on a century of 
enmity between France and the Arab world. De Gaulle’s hands 
were free to forge bonds of friendship with France's former sub- 
jects and protegées from Rabat to Beirut. This new policy, how- 
ever, required a victim: France's hitherto privileged partner, 
Israel. 

Jacques Soustelle, who served as ἃ cabinet minister under 
de Gaulle after the General's return to office, was one of the first 
Frenchmen to become aware of the implications of his new 
Mediterranean ambitions. The Israelis, delighted with the regular 


. Shipments of new Mirage ITs for their air force. were slow to 


sense the change. 

Soustelle traces the break-down of the Franco-Israeli relation- 
ship back to 1959 shortly after he entered Premier Michel Debré's 
cabinet: “The first sign of a deterioration came when the State- 
owned Renault Automobile Corporation abruptly ended its 
agreement for the assembly of Renault Dauphine cars in Haifa. 
Israel was importing 4.000 of these small French automobiles a 
year. But the Quai d'Orsay argued that the arrangement was 
contrary to France's interests as it prevented the sale of more 
French vehicles to the Arabs. 

Soustelle obtained Premier Debré's grudging approval for a 
six-month extension of the Renault contract with Israel. But 
when this period expired, the Haifa assembly plant was closed. 
Soon the Quai wanted τὸ send home some Israeli scientists who 
were in Paris for ἃ seminar on nuclear energy. 

Soustelle recalls: “When de Gaulle decided in 1959 to give up 
Algeria and to play the Arab card, he simultaneously made up 
his mind to cut French ties with Israel. When Ben Gurion came 
to Paris in 1960 I warned him there was a change in the air. But 
he would not believe me. He thought I was influenced by my 
break with de Gaulle. Israeli politicians did not understand 
France's new position concerning Algeria. They refused to admit 
that under Gaullism France's ties with Israel were becoming un- 
tenable. 

Paris changes camps 

But there were unmistakable signs that France was changing 
camps. In 1965 Marshal Abdel Hakim Amer, the Egyptian Vice- 
President and Minister of Defence, was received at the Elysée 
where de Gaulle praised the “clear sightedness” of President 
Nasser. Amer proposed τὸ de Gaulle that Saudi Arabia and 
Kuwait should finance the purchase of Mirages by Jordan and 
Lebanon, King Hussein was enthusiastic. He began negotiations 
with Dassault on a $100 million order for French fighter 
bombers. But, in his characteristic manner, the mercurial young 
monarch prompily chunged his mind when he learned that the 
United States was prepared to supply F-104 Startighters free. 
Lebanon placed an order for 24 Mirages but, when ils wealthy 
neighbours failed τὸ provide the promised funds from their oil 
royalties, reduced the total to a dozen. In 1970, wlarmed by the 
burden of instalment payments for the planes, ihe Lebanese 
asked France to take them back. 

King Feisal of Saudi Arabia, who was looking for a speedy 
interceplur to protect his country from the threat of invasigg by 
Egypt, was also interested in the Mirage. But since his kingdom 
possessed few pilots, he insisted that France should supply not 
only the planes but also the men to fly them. De Gaulle was 
tempied t accept on condition that French pilow should not 
take part in wartime missions. But the Commander of the French 
Air Force, General André Martin warned him that France could 
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and bad business. During the months which followed the Six 
Day War he paid several visits to the Elysée Palace to urge 
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not fly and maintain Saudi Arabia's Air Force and its own simul- 
taneously. So Feisal turned to Britain where he obtained Light- 
nings from the British Aircraft Corporation and pilots from the 
Royal Air Force. 

Despite all the storm warnings, Israel was thunderstruck by the 
news of de Gaulle'’s embargo. But by now the country was at 
war, Only after their victory did the Israelis become conscious 
that, while the Soviet Union was replacing the battered Air 
Forces of Egypt and Syria at top speed. they were being deprived 
of the Mirages on which their entire defence strategy depended. 

Obedient to de Gaulle’s will, France's state-run radio and 


television networks took care not to identify the national origin | bx 
or brand names of the Marcel Dassault Mirages, Mystéres and [ΞΞ 
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National Assembly the embargo aroused a storm of protest. 

When Gaullist deputies pointed out that 95 per cent of the IAF's 
inventory came from France, Premier Pompidou, on the second 
day ‘of the Six Day War, made the first of his many public pro- 
mises 10 review the arms ban. Couve de Murville, under heavy 
fire from the Senate’s Foreign Affairs Commission. said that if 
France had stood by its guarantees to Israel, it would have found 
itself in the throcs of the Middle East War. Mutiny rumbled in. 
the Gaullist ranks os the former ministers Sanguinetti and 
Marette appeared at demonstrations in solidarity with Israel, 


The Jews of France react 

‘Until the Six Day War France's 500,000 Jews, one of the 
biggest and most fully assimilated Jewish community in Western 
Europe. showed little concern for the fate of Israel. But now 
thousands of youngsters signed on at the Israeli Embassy as 
volunteers for Israel's armed forces. In three days $2,000,000 
were raised for the national war chest. Many donors wrote on the 
envelopes containing their cheques and bank notes: “For a piece | 
of Mirage”. For many Frenchmen the Six Day War provided a 
vicarious manner of settling old scores against the Arabs who 
had chased them from their North African colonies. 

To Marcel Dassault the Mirage embargo seemed a prelude 
to financial disaster. Much more was at stake than the $60,000,000 
contract for the 50 embargoed Mirage 5s, for which Israel had 
already paid the first instalment. Israel was Dassault’s biggest 
foreign customer, the source of a substantial slice of his immense 
fortune. Even more important, Israel represented a steady market 
for each new generation of his warplanes. Also in jeopardy were 
the jobs of 30,000 workers in 1,500 other firms all over France 
which were producing parts of his aircraft as sub-contractors. 
Dassault’ 's closest aide, General de Bénouville and his managing. | 
director Benno Valliéres sternly denounced the embargo. ‘Das- 
sault made no public statement. But to his entourage he con- 
fided his alarm at a decision which he judged to be both unjust 
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de Gaulle to relent. But the French President's attitude hardened 
as Israel reiterated its refusal to yield ἃ fraction of its conquests 
without direct negotiations with its enemies. 

Needled by criticism of the embargo in the French press, 
which he attributed to Jewish lobbies and pressure groups, de 
Gaulle denounced the Jews as “an dlite people, se!f-confident and 
domineering”. To deliver this indictment he chose a press con- 
ference at the Elysée with an audience of 1,000 international 
journalists, diplomats and the ever attentive eyes and ears of 
the television cameras. Far from silencing his critics. de Gaulle’s 
jibes provoked charges that he was stooping to anti-semitism. 
Alarmed by the repercussions of his remarks de Gaulle told 
Chief Rabbi Jacob Kaplan that he had been misunderstood: 
his reference to the Jews was intended not as an insult but as 
a compliment to their ingenuity. 

By the end of 1967 Israel's Mirage 5s were steadily rolling 
off the production lines at Mérignac. On New Year's Eve eight 
were ready for delivery. Israeli Air Force pilots were allowed 
to assess the quality of their purchase and to make brief test 
flights. But, to ensure the Israelis did not try to fly the planes 
out of French air space, their tanks contained ‘only the smallest 
amount of fuel compatible with safety. Dassault was now busy 
with a new customer, Peru which had 16 Mirage 5s on order. 
Israel's former ambassador to Paris, Yaacov Tsur, was flying 
home from a visit to South America a week after the Six Day 
‘War when he recognised a team of Dassault aides and French 
officials on the piane. Tsur said bitterly: “You people don't need 
salesmen. You've got Israel to handle your publicity for you. 

Within four years Brazil, Argentina and Colombia followed 
Peru in buying Mirages to the increasing annoyance of the 
United States. But the first order from Lima in 1967 involved 
only a single squadron. far from enough to keep Dassault's 
factories busy for tong. To avoid unemployment in the French - 
aircraft industry or legal entanglements with Israel for the inter- 
ruption of production of its order, de Gaulle told Dassault to 
continue building the Mirage 5s. 
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Bur the summer and wister passed without any sign that 
dz Gaulle would really relent. In August Israel's Ambassador 
Walter Eytan suid hopefully: “The first Mirages will be ready 
in November and I expect them to be delivered then.”

ἴπ March 1968 General Tsur returned to Paris, Once again 
he was received with honeyed assurances that the embargo wus 
only a temporary meusure which would be revoked as soon as 
tension cvoled in the Middle East. The French Embussy. in 
Washington relayed the sume message to the State Department. 
Tt was naw obvious to the Israelis that de Gaulle was doing his 
utmost to deprive them not only of French aircraft but of 
‘American warplanes 2s well.

The 24,000-ton bulk carrier Ein 
Gedi, which had been waiting for a 
fortnight in the bay, was taken 
into port in the morning. (Demur- 
rage is the amount payable to the 
shipowner by the charterer for fail- 
ure to load or discharge a ship 

within the time allowed.) 

The jem of ships began some 
two months back with the arrival 
of several carrying a total 
of 300,000 tons of grain from the 
U.S. The Commerce Ministry, which 
imports the prain, decided to forego 
the usual staggering of the ships 
end risk the demurrage in order 
to get a plentiful reserye of grain 
from thé U.S. before the port strikes 
broke out there. 

The Post learned that, during the 
two months, the grain ships ran up 
a total dem of about 140 
days, which included usual demur- 
rage time provided for in the char- 
ter party and Saturdays. The net 
demurrage is estimated at 80 days, 
and will cost the Commerce Min- 
istry an estimated 150,000 to 
TL200,000. 

More grain ships are expected 
during the week; but they will now 
be arriving at intervals; and no 
further serious demurrage is ex- 
pected.

This is 
the conclusion published on Friday 
in a report by Deputy Mayor Zvi 
Haikel Ramot, who chairs the Mu- 
nicipal Traffic Committee. The re- 
port sums up the month of Novem- 
ber, the first month in which the 
discs were officially in use. 

According to the report, the re- 
sults after one month's experience 
are “extremely positive.” Discs 
worth IL197,640 have already been 
sent to distributers around town, 
the report says. This equals the 
City’s income from parking meters 
for a period of nine months. The 
City spokesman, however, does not 
say how many of these tickets 
have in effect been sold to motor- 
ists. 

A casual survey by The Jerusa- 
lem Post shows that most drivers 
do not bother to display the cor- 
rectly punched card on the inside 
of their cars' windshields and police- 
men continue to be lenient in issu- 
ing. tickets to offenders. Some mo- 
torists, moreover, have devised ways 
to beat the system and use the 
card more than once.

Servan-Schreiber

Servan-Schreiber, President of the 
Radical Soctalist party, added.
